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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ) A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
9/15/2006, has been entered. Claims 25 and 33 are amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the Invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2) Claims 25-48, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over NAJI (6,030.447) in view of the ADMITTED PRIOR 
ART (APA)(Specification paragraph [0031] and Table 1 ). NAJI teaches a composite 
building material comprising cellulose fibers, which reinforce the product (col. 2, lines 7- 
19, and an aggregate (siliceous material. Abstract), a density modifier (col. 2, line 21) 
and one or more additives (col, 2. lines 20-31 ). The APA teaches that conventional 
pulping and washing at temperatures (55-60 °C) results in cellulose fibers, e.g. the 
cellulose fibers of NAJI, having a COD content of 5 kg/ton. The claimed "less than 5 
kg/ton" and in claims 44-48 "greater than 5 kg/ton" reads on 5 kg/ton of APA. The 
amended claims 25 and 33 now recite washing at "the elevated temperature... between 
65 degrees Centigrade to about 120 degrees Centigrade," The washing at the 
elevated temperature does not structurally differentiate the material in the product by 
process claims 25-48 over the cited prior art. 

In the event any differences can be shown for the product of the product-by- 
process claims 25-48, as opposed to the product taught by the reference NAJI, such 
differences would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as a routine

modification of the product in the absence of a showing of unexpected results; see also 
In re Thorpe . 227 USPQ 964 (Fed. Cir. 1985).
